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REPORT  OF  THE 

Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Whately: 

In  these  days  when  the  price^  in  so  many  instances,  is  con- 
sidered more  significant  than  the  value,  a  statement  of  the  ob- 
jectives and  aims  of  education  may  seem  desirable.  To  those 
active  in  educational  affairs,  these  are  familiar  terms.  Yet  all 
supporters  of  education  should  recognize  in  the  various  activities 
of  their  schools  the  efforts  to  attain  these  aims: 

a.  Health,  physical  efficiency. 

b.  Training  in  fundamental  processes. 

c.  Worthy  home  membership. 

d.  Vocation,  occupational  efficiency. 

e.  Citizenship,  community  service. 

f.  Worthy  use  of  leisure  time. 

g.  Ethical  character. 

A  consideration  of  these  objectives  helps  to  reveal  a  broader 
interpretation  of  school  activities  and  purposes  and  a  more  sat- 
isfactory explanation  of  the  protest  against  too  great  a  restric- 
tion of  educational  revenues.  The  most  efficient  and  highly  or- 
ganized school  system  could  scarcely  hope  to  attain  full  ac- 
complishment of  all  these  objectives  even  if  it  were  possible  to 
measure  the  results  by  arbitrary  standards.  Yet  these  are  the 
goals  for  which  the  school  and  the  home  must  aim  in  the  train- 
ing of  our  American  youth.  In  cooperation  with  the  home  and 
the  church,  the  schools  must  assume  this  responsibility  and  make 
their  claim  for  adequate  support. 

Generally  speaking,  this  has  not  been  a  year  of  any  great  pro- 
gress in  formal  education.  Watching  a  budget  is  comparable  in 
some  respects  to  watching  a  clock.    Most  appropriations  were 
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reduced,  and  in  some  cases  in  the  face  of  additional  burdens.  In 
administrative  matters,  it  has  been  a  year  of  experiment  and 
expediency,  trial  and  error — many  trials  and  some  errors.  In 
common  with  other  town  officials,  the  superintendent  and  com- 
mittees have  spent  much  time  and  effort  in  making  necessarv 
adjustments. 

In  the  school  departments  of  the  Union,  there  are  58  full  time 
positions,  6  part  time  positions  and  21  bus  routes  and  operators, 
lai  almost  every  position  or  service  readjustments  have  been  made 
inji^alaries,  personnel  or  duties  during  the  last  18  months.  These 
have  involved  much  detail,  correspondence  and  in  many  cases 
new  schedules  of  State  reporting  and  office  procedure.  During 
the  previous  year,  the  Union  disbursed  and  reported  through  the 
office  $150,824.16,  this  year  $137,527.94,  a  decrease  of  $13,- 
296.22.  Yet  the  Committees  have  striven  to  maintain  a  reason- 
able standard  of  schools  and  in  many  cases  have  managed  to 
make  needed  improvements  to  equipment  and  property. 

The  action  of  the  last  Town  meeting  in  reducing  all  town  ap- 
propriations brought  about  the  last  step  in  the  consolidation  of 
Whately  schools.  In  1928  schools  were  maintained  in  5  differ- 
ent buildings  with  9  teachers.  In  addition,  35  children  were 
instructed  in  the  South  Deerfield  Schools.  Last  September  saw 
all  elementary  pupils  gathered  in  two  rooms  at  the  Center  school 
and  five  rooms  at  the  East  School. 

Last  year  the  6th,  7th  and  8th  grades  occupied  the  South 
school.  This  was  a  very  satisfactory  grouping  with  decided  ad- 
vantages to  all  concerned.  However,  with  a  vacant  room  in  the 
East  school  it  seemed  economically  inconsistent  to  operate  the 
South  school  and  these  classes  were  transferred  in  September  to 
the  East  school.  In  making  the  consolidation  some  adjustments 
had  to  be  made  in  the  distribution  of  the  pupils.  These  are  not 
entirely  satisfactory  and  may  be  avoided  later.  The  registration 
in  the  first  grade  in  the  Center  school  fell  to  4  pupils  who  were 
later  also  transferred  to  the  East  school,  leaving  but  2  grades  in 
the  primary  room  at  the  Center.  There  are  now  5  rooms  having 
2  grades  each  and  2,  the  7th  and  8th,  having  but  the  single 
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grade  in  a  room.  No  classroom  is  at  present  overcrowded  but 
several  are  near  the  limit.  There  are  very  few  pupils  to  enter 
the  1st  grade  next  year  and  unless  there  is  a  decided  increase 
in  other  grades,  the  present  grouping  me  be  continued. 

During  the  year  a  very  successful  dental  clinic  was  sponsored 
by  Franklin  County  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  and  operated  by 
Dr.  Hall  with  the  aid  of  the  school  nurse  and  the  generous  co- 
operation of  the  Parent-Teacher  Association.  The  return  of  the 
Clinic  was  requested  by  the  School  Committee  and  it  is  expected 
that  operation  will  be  started  in  January. 

During  the  year  all  the  school  rooms  have  been  redecorated. 
Six  of  these  were  painted  during  the  holiday  vacation  as  a  CWA 
project.  This  was  a  much  needed  improvement.  The  basement 
and  outside  walls  of  the  East  school  should  receive  immediate 
attention. 

Miss  Adrianna  Urbanski,  who  had  given  long  and  faithful 
service  in  the  East  school,  resigned  in  June  to  accept  a  position 
at  home.  In  the  consolidation  following,  her  place  was  not  filled. 
I  hope  that  some  arrangement  can  be  made  to  restore  the  special 
instruction  in  music  which  was  eliminated  at  the  close  of  the 
year.  The  restoration  of  the  salary  schedule  for  teachers  would 
mean  very  little  financial  outlay  for  the  Town.  We  are  not  now 
receiving  the  full  State  reimbursement  to  whicli  their  experience 
and  training  entitles  the  Town.  An  increase  of  $25  to  $50  could 
be  made  to  each  salary  without  any  addition  to  the  net  cost  of 
the  schools. 

A  reference  to  the  statistical  part  of  this  report  shows  little 
change  in  the  high  school  registration.  Four  of  the  Whately 
pupils  recently  graduated  from  the  Deerfield  High  School  are  in 
college  this  year. 

The  financial  report  shows  the  school  expenditures  this  year 
to  be  $23,884.50,  a  reduction  of  $3,611.37  from  last  year's 
figures.  The  net  cost  this  year  to  the  Town  after  deducting  re- 
imbursements is  $11,521.64  or  50%  of  the  total  expenditure. 
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I  am  especially  indebted  to  the  teachers  of  the  schools  for 
their  faithful  cooperation  in  this  year  of  change  and  adjustment. 
They  have  carried  on  faithfully  in  the  face  of  reduced  income, 
increased  burdens,  and  in  some  cases  of  inadequate  facilities. 
For  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  School  Committee  an^^ 
patrons  of  the  schools,  I  am  grateful.

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REPORT  OF 

School  Nurse 


My  dear  Mr.  Janes: 

In  looking  forward  to  this  year's  service  to  the  school  children 
of  Whately  one  activity  begun  in  a  small  way  in  December, 
promises  to  be  of  much  benefit  over  a  long  period  of  time  to  the 
children  receiving  this  care.  In  every  school  system  there  are  a 
few  children,  who  for  various  reasons,  present  behavior  problems. 
Mental  hygienists  have  found  that  serious  mental  difficulties  oc- 
curring in  later  life  are  traceable  to  childhood  maladjustments. 
The  Child  Guidance  Clinics  were  established  to  help  children 
who  are  having  difficulties  in  school  work  due  to  varied  problems. 

A  very  modest  start  has  been  made  in  this  direction  in  the 
schools,  but  I  am  sure  the  results  will  far  outreach  those  of 
many  of  the  other  activities. 

Four  children  found  in  the  Chadwick  Clinic  to  need  follow-up 
care,  have  been  weighed  regularly  and  were  taken  to  Sunderland 
for  re-examination  in  the  fall.  The  clinic  found  that  each  child 
had  improved  during  the  year  and  asked  for  further  observation 
for  another  year. 

Two  children  were  given  the  benefits  of  three  weeks  of  care 
and  healtli  training  at  the  Greenfield  Health  Camp. 

The  greatest  benefit  to  the  largest  number  of  children  was  the 
holding  of  a  dental  clinic  in  the  Schools.  Seventy-two  children 
were  treated  at  the  school  clinic,  thirty-seven  of  these  receiving- 
dental  certificates  stating  that  every  needed  correction  had  been 
made.-  One  hundred  ninety-seven  corrections  were  made  for  these 
seventy-two  children.  These  corrections  were  cleaning,  filling, 
and  extraction  of  both  temporary  and  permanent  teeth.  It  is 
satisfying  to  know  that  this  service  will  again  be  offered  next 
year.

Occasionally  a  condition  develops  which  baffles  everyone  in 
contact  with  it.  Such  a  baffling  situation  arose  over  one  child  in 
the  schools  last  year.  After  the  careful  study  by  many  minds 
of  this  condition^  coupled  with  months  of  work^  I  am  glad  to  re- 
port that  a  well  and  happy  child  has  again  taken  his  place  in 
the  school  program. 

May  I  again  point  out  that  we  are  failing  in  our  duty  to  tlu 
children^  when  \vg  fail  to  give  them  protection  against  diphtheria ! 
I  urge  the  serious  consideration  of  this  matter  by  every  parent 
of  young  children. 

Few  communicable  diseases  were  reported  among  the  children, 
which  gave  more  time  to  spend  on  other  routine  activities. 

A  greater  need  of  the  necessities  of  life  has  been  found  among 
the  children  this  year,  and  some  time  has  been  devoted  to  ob- 
taining these  for  them.  A  child  who  is  half  fed  or  half  clothed 
can't  do  good  school  work,  so  whatever  he  needs  must  be  sup- 
plied. 

The  much  needed  renovating  of  the  buildings,  recently  done, 
has  helped  in  many  ways  and  the  influence  of  clean  surround- 
ings will  react  in  the  children's  lives. 

Accept,  again,  my  apprecation  of  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation 
of  everyone  connected  with  the  school  system.

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WATER  SUPPLY  INVESTIGATION 


Numerous  investigations  on  a  number  of  sites  have  been 
made  by  Ernest  E.  Lothrop  of  Orange  in  regard  to  the  possible 
sources  of  water  supply j,  as  well  as  by  the  engineers  of  the  Dept. 
of  Public  Health.  Extracts  from  various  reports  are  shown  be- 
low for  the  information  of  the  voters. 

^To  the  Committee  on  Water  Supply, 
%h  ately,  Mass. 

(jentlemen : 

In  response  to  the  request  of  your  engineer,  Mr.  Ernest  E. 
Lothrop,  for  the  advice  of  this  Department  concerning  certain 
proposed  sources  of  water  supply  for  the  Whately  Fire  and 
Water  District,  the  Department  of  Public  Health  has  caused  an 
examination  of  these  sources  to  be  made  by  one  of  its  engineers. 

The  Whately  Fire  and  Water  District  is  authorized  under 
Chapter  102  of  the  Acts  of  1934  to  supply  water  to  the  territory 
described  in  this  act  by  making  contracts  with  any  municipality, 
water  company,  or  water  district,  for  the  purchase  of  water,  or 
may  take  and  furnish  water  from  any  pond,  spring  or  stream,  or 
any  ground  water  sources  by  means  of  driven,  artesian  or  other 
wells  within  the  town  of  Whately  not  already  appropriated  for 
purposes  of  a  public  water  supply.  The  sources  of  supply  indi- 
cated by  your  engineer  as  under  consideration  are  as  follows: 

1.  Water  supply  from  a  20-inch  gravity  main  supplied 
from  the  West  Whately  Reservoir  of  the  City  of  Northampton. 

2.  Proposed  reservoir  on  West  Brook  about  one  mile  below 
the  dam  of  the  West  Whately  Reservoir. 

3.  Proposed  reservoir  on  a  small  brook  located  just  east 
of  the  West  Whately  Reservoir  watershed. 

4.  A  reservoir  on  Nolan  Brook. 

5.  A  reservoir  on  the  brook  east  of  Mount  Esther. 

6.  Waite's  ice  pond. 
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The  examination  shows  that  of  the  sources  under  considera- 
tion the  most  practical  source  is  the  supply  from  the  20-inch 
main  of  the  city  of  Northampton  supplied  with  water  from  the 
West  Whately  Reservoir.  Such  a  supply  can  be  made  available 
without  loss  of  supply  to  the  city  of  Northampton  provided  the 
storage  of  this  reservoir  is  increased  and  the  water  thus  supplied 
would  be  of  good  quality  and  safe  for  drinking.  A  reservoir  on 
West  Brook  below  the  West  Whately  Reservoir,  such  as  is  pro- 
posed under  project  #2,  would  be  subject  to  pollution  from 
farm  lands  on  the  watershed  and  probably  would  be  undesirable 
because  of  these  conditions. 

Regarding  the  development  of  projects  #3,  #4,  and  #5, 
tliere  is  some  question  in  the  opinion  of  the  Department  as  to 
whether  or  not  an  adequate  supply  of  water  could  be  obtained 
from  any  of  these  individual  developments  and  the  same  is  true 
of  project  #6  which  relates  to  the  taking  of  water  from  Waite's 
ice  pond. 

Under  the  circumstances,  the  department  recommends  that 
tlie  Whately  Fire  and  Water  District,  as  the  next  step  in  their 
program  of  obtaining  a  water  supply,  communicate  with  the  city 
of  Nortliampton  with  a  view  of  obtaining  a  water  supply  from  the 
gravity  main  from  the  West  Whately  Reservoir.  Should  the  dis- 
trict be  unable  to  make  satisfactory  arrangements  for  such  a  sup- 
ply, consideration  should  then  be  given  to  a  joint  development  of 
Nolan  Brook  and  the  streams  east  and  west  of  this  brook.

Extracts  from  reports  of  E.  E.  Lothrop 

Immediately  after  we  received  information  we  could  not  ob- 
tain water  from  Roaring  Brook,  we  started  investigations  north 
on  the  road  in  West  Whately  and  east  of  land  owned  by  Mr.  Rob- 
bins,  but  inquiry  from  various  persons  indicated  that  this  brook 

was  liable  to  be  dry  during  the  summer  months..  :  

Do  not  believe  this  reservoir  is  at  the  proper  elevation  to  supply 
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the  Town  of  Whately   

The  investigation  of  West  Brook  which  I  have  previously  sub- 
mitted for  your  consideration  shows  that  we  might  anticipate  even 
through  a  dry  season  a  flow  of  445^000  gallons  per  day  and  the 
cost  of  the  reservoir  would  be  only  approximately  $10^000.  This 
did  not  include  land  damages,  and  as  this  brook  runs  through  an 
area  quite  extensively  farmed  and  the  land  taking  that  would 
have  to  be  made  to  protect  this  supply  from  pollution  would  cost 
so  high  that  the  town  could  not  consider  it. 

The  original  project  at  the  Waite  Ice  Pond  site,  we  find  the 
^wage  to  be  at  present  (April  7)  323,000  gallons  per  day.  We 
also  find  that  the  flowage  from  the  brook  which  lies  westerly  from 
thi^  site,  a  distance  of  about  1100  feet  and  known  as  Shingle  Hill 
brook,  is  now  flowing  at  rate  of  about  135,000  gallons  per  day. 
This  water  we  could  easily  turn  through  pipes  or  ditches  so  as 
to  flow  into  Waite  ice  pond,  making  a  total  run  off  of  about  458,- 
000  gallons  per  day.  We  must  bear  in  mind,  however,  that  we 
ha\'Te  no  information  that  we  would  have  sufficient  flow  from  this 
areaTIn  dry  weather. 

Regarding  the  reservoir,  we  have  made  survey  and  find  that 
if  the  area  batk  of  the  dam  was  filled  to  the  625  foot  level  it 
would  hold  11,026,000' gallons  and  this  would  supply  Whately 
for  about  110  days  but  the  cost  would  be  about  $38,000.  Believe- 
ing  this  quantity  unnecessarily  large,  we  have  revised  our  figures 
using  a  high  water  level  of  615  feet  which  is  ten  feet  lower  than 
the  first  assumption  and  find  this  reservoir  will  hold  about  3,- 
800,000  gallons  or  38  days  supply  and  could  be  buillt  for  around 
$14,000.00  This  to  include  the  dam  at  ice  pond,  the  dike 
Shingle  Hill  Brook  and  pipe  line  or  ditch  to  reservoir,  stripping, 
etc. 

(May  19,  1934) — In  this  report  we  propose  the  construction 
of  an  earth  dam  at  the  lower  end  of  Waite's  ice  pond.  The  ele- 
vation of  high  water  will  be  610  feet  and  the  quantity  stored 
1,900.000  gallons,  about  19  days  supply.  There  is  no  information 
available  to  know  what  flow  might  be  expected  during  the  dry 
season  but  after  interviewing  citizens  who  are  familiar  with  this 
site  we  find  that  this  area  is  "fed  by  springs  which  never  dry  up" 
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and  we  may  for  that  reason  anticipate  a  reasonable  flow  through- 
out the  year.  Should  the  flow  be  only  one  quarter  of  the  present 
amount  we  should  still  have  a  sufficient  daily  flow  backed  by  a 
19  days'  storage. 

We  are  submitting  below  two  propositions  giving  an  estimate 
of  the  entire  cost  to  the  town  for  the  reservoir  complete,  pipe 
lines  and  expense  for  engineering  and  supervision.  This  does 
not  include  any  amount  for  land  taking. 

Dam  of  this  height  is  estimated  at  $9,000.00.  Pipe  lines  in- 
clude. INIain  St.  north  and  south,  Depot  Road,  Straits  south, 
River  Road  north  and  south.  State  Road  north  and  south,  Plain 
Road  north,  center  of  West  Whately,  and  feeder  from  West 
Whately  to  Whately  center:  Trenching,  pipe,  hydrants,  engi- 
neering and  supervision,  and  dam,  estimated  to  cost  $125,412.00 

Pipe  lines  same  as  above,  except  omitting  State  Road  north. 
Plain  Road  north,  and  Main  St.  north  of  Wm.  Sanderson's,  esti- 
mated at  a  total  of  $99,950.00.  These  figures  are  based  on  4  inch 
pipe  except  for  the  feeder  line  and  Whately  center,  where  6-inch 
lines  are  used. 

I  wish  to  again  call  jour  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  use  of 
four  inch  pipe  is  not  recommended,  and  practically  no  fire  protec- 
tion can  be  expected  from  any  of  the  four  inch  lines. 

We  have  also  investigated  Grass  Hill  Brook  and  find  that  the 
supply  is  apparently  sufficient  to  more  than  meet  the  require- 
ments of  Whately,  but  it  would  necessitate  the  laying  of  about 
IV2  miles  of  six  or  eight  inch  pipe  to  bring  the  supply  to  Waite's 
Ice  pond  at  a  probable  cost  of  about  $10,000.00.  This  brook 
could  be  held  in  reserve  for  an  increase  in  supply  at  some  future 
time.

Negotations  were  opened  with  the  Northampton  Water 
Board,  who  were  not  at  the  time  inclined  to  consider  the  propo- 
sition, but  it  is  possible  that  future  consideration  might  lead  to 
more  favorable  results,  and  this  may  be  taken  up  if  the  voters  so 
desire.

Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Whately: 

The  educational  system  of  today  must  of  necessity  be  largely 
controlled  by  those  trained  in  the  schools  of  yesterday.    Yet  these 

fhools  are  preparing  the  youth  for  the  demands  of  tomorrow, 
ence  there  is  some  truth  in  the  statement  that  education  always 
Migs  one  generation  behind.  Yet  there  is  in  the  meantime  always 
a^3incere^  constant  and  continuous  effort  to  prepare  for  the  needs 
of  tomorrow  in  so  far  as  the  needs  of  the  future  can  be  recognized 
and  interpreted.  It  is  admitted  without  argument  that  never  be- 
fore has  there  been  such  a  range  of  differences  between  a  yester- 
day and  a  tomorrow  as  is  forecast  today. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  Research  Bulletin  of  the 
National  Education  Association  indicate  present  day  trends: 

"If  there  is  to  be  an  adjustment  of  education  to  a  changing 
civilization,  schools  need  to  direct  their  efforts  toward  broader 
objectives.  Education  has  been  primarily  concerned  with  making 
people  literate.  Book  learning  that  developed  abilities  to  memo- 
rize, to  read,  to  comprehend,  and  to  recite  has  been  of  fundamen- 
tal importance.  Schools  have  been  organized,  teachers  trained, 
and  instructional  materials  prepared  with  book  learning  as  the 
controlling  factor.  It  is  no  condemnation  of  the  past  to  hold  that 
present  social  conditions  and  objective  knowledge  as  to  the  nature 
of  the  learner  make  it  necessary  for  the  general  philosophy  of 
education  to  be  enlarged. 

"Constantly  new  discoveries  are  being  made  about  the  nature 
and  the  nurture  of  children.  Educational  methods  that  treat 
children  as  small-sized  adults  will  continue  to  lose  ground.  More 
attention  will  be  given  to  individual  differences.  The  influences 
of  the  early  years  upon  later  life  suggests  the  advisability  of 
further  efforts  to  remove  disabilities  and  to  stimulate  potential 
talents.    All  of  the  activities  of  life  are  recognized  increasingly 
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as  educationaL  although  not  necessarily  efficient  and  constructive. 
The  new  attitudes  toward  childhood  forecast  the  hopes  and  the 
values  that  people  generally^  and  educators  in  particular^  expect 
to  characterize  our  future  American  civilization. 

"Since  schools  have  been  primarily  places  for  book  learning, 
the  dominant  classroom  procedure  has  been  the  recitation.  This 
method  succeeded  in  spreading  a  degree  of  literacy  among  the 
people.  It  contributed  little  to  an  understanding  of  the  problems 
of  modern  life.  Recognition  of  the  futility  of  the  typical  recita- 
tion does  not  minimize  its  contribution  to  American  education. 
But  thru  experiments  teachers  have  found  new  methods  which, 
while  utilizing  the  advantages  of  the  older  procedures,  promise  to 
develop  the  type  of  thinking  ability  required  by  modern  life.  Thru 
the  use  of  libraries,  laboratories,  debates,  conferences,  and  com- 
mittees, students  are  participating  in  the  direction  of  their  own 
learning.    The  teacher  is  no  longer  the  dictator,  but  a  guide." 

While  no  great  addition  or  extension  in  school  work  can  be 
reported  or  promised  under  present  financial  restrictions,  there 
have  been  obvious  gains  in  school  organization  and  efficiency  un- 
der improved  physical  conditions.  All  the  school  rooms  were  re- 
painted a  year  ago.  This  year  the  East  School  Building  has  been 
painted  and  repaired,  the  troublesome  water  system  has  been  re- 
newed, new  shades  have  been  added  and  a  telephone  installed. 
The  Center  building  is  in  good  condition,  but  the  worn-out  furn- 
ace should  be  replaced  at  an  early  date. 

It  was  also  possible  this  year  to  make  some  progress  toward 
replenishing  our  limited  and  somewhat  tattered  supply  of  text 
books.  In  addition  to  new  reading  material  in  the  lower  grades, 
new  and  more  interesting  history  texts  have  been  provided  for  the 
sixth  grade  and  a  new  science  course  has  been  added  in  the  eighth 
grade.  This  is  a  good  accomplishment  for  a  single  year,  but  the 
plan  must  be  continued  if  standards  are  to  be  maintained.  Text 
books  are  the  tools  with  which  teachers  and  pupils  do  their  work. 
Botli  the  amount  and  quality  of  school  work  is  affected  if  a 
reasonable  supply  of  materials  is  not  provided.  The  NRA  Codes 
sent  prices  of  supplies  soaring,  but  by  combining  orders  for  four 
towns  quantity  prices  were  secured  which  compare  more  favor- 
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ably  with  former  rates^,  and  we  were  able  to  obtain  most  of  the 
usual  supplies. 

Whately  costs  for  high  school  education  are  relatively  low^ 
the  net  cost  to  the  Town  per  pupil  being  $53.67.  Yet  in  a  study 
of  the  finances  of  the  towns  not  maintaining  high  schools^  it  is 
apparent  that  one-half  or  more  of  the  appropriations  is  expended 
for  high  school  and  vocational  costs,  while  the  much  larger  group 
in  the  elementary  schools  receive  the  other  half  of  the  appropria- 
tion. Even  a  large  share  of  this  amount  is  spent  in  repairs  and 
maintenance  of  local  buildings.  I  would  not  deny  a  single  boy 
^  girl  the  opportunity  to  demonstrate  his  or  her  ability  to  profit 
hfv  a  high  school  education  in  these  days  of  increasing  demand 
for  such  preparation.  I  am,  however,  disturbed  of  what  is  per- 
haps an  unconscious  tendency  to  over-economize  in  the  allotment 
for  grade  schools.  I  hope  to  see  in  the  near  future  a  more  gener- 
ous and  understanding  attitude  toward  this  most  important  part 
of  the  school  system. 

A  better  grouping  of  pupils  is  gradually  becoming  possible 
with  the  decreasing  registration  during  the  past  few  years.  At  the 
present  time  each  grade  from  the  sixth  grade  up  has  its  own 
room  and  teacher.  By  this  plan  the  teacher  has  a  more  homogen- 
eous group,  is  not  required  to  scatter  her  efforts  over  two  or  more 
distinct  groups,  and  the  pupils  are  not  disturl^ed  by  the  activities 
of  another  class  in  the  room.  There  is  economy  as  well  as  effi- 
ciency in  such  grouping,  since  a  better  selection  of  books  and  ma- 
terials can  be  made  and  less  are  required. 

The  children  were  delightfully  entertained  at  Christmas  by 
a  real  celebration  at  the  Town  Hall  sponsored  by  the  Parent- 
Teacher  Association  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Richard  Budar. 
This  organization  has  contributed  to  the  East  School  a  much- 
needed  cot  for  the  use  of  children  who  become  indisposed  at 
school. 

The  report  of  the  school  nurse  gives  in  detail  the  year's  ac- 
complishments in  our  health  program.  It  is  expected  that  the 
Dental  Clinic  maintained  the  past  few  years  with  the  cooperation 
of  the  Franklin  County  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  will  be  con- 
tinued this  year.    We  are  indebted  to  the  P.T.A.,  our  bus  opera- 
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tors  and  other  friends  of  the  school  for  their  ready  assistance  in 
these  various  clinics  and  other  health  activities. 

Various  statistics  showing  registration,  costs,  attendance, 
etc.  are  found  on  other  pages  of  this  report.  It  will  be  noted  that 
there  is  a  decided  shrinkage  in  the  reimbursements  from  Massa- 
chusetts State  Funds  reported  this  year.  This  is  due  to  the  re- 
duction in  salaries  for  instruction  and  supervision,  and  some  other 
costs  during  the  past  two  years.  Though  the  total  expenditures 
this  year  are  $1,700  less  than  last  year,  the  net  cost  to  the  Town 
is  $940  greater  than  last  year.  We  are  glad  to  report  that  the 
Committee  has  met  in  full  all  its  financial  obligations  of  the  year. 

I  am  deeply  appreciative  of  the  continued  cooperation  of  the 
Committee,  teachers,  officials  and  citizens  of  Whately  in  the  work 
of  our  schools.

My  dear  Mr.  Janes: 

Whately  children  were  fortunate  in  that  very  few  suffered 
frop  communicable  diseases  during  the  last  year.  This  is  all  the 
more  remarkable  in  that  just  across  the  river^  in  Sunderland^  so 
maiK^  children  had  scarlet  fever. 

"  '  Unusual  protection  was  also  afforded  these  children  from 
diphtheria  because  one  hundred  children^  including  two  pre- 
school children  were  given  Toxin  Anti-Toxin  treatment  last 
spring.  This  increased  the  number  of  school  children  so  protec- 
ted to  a  very  high  percentage  of  the  school  population.  The 
school  is  naturally  most  interested  in  protecting  a  larger  number 
of  pre-school  children^  thus  giving  these  children  a  greater  chance 
of  entering  school  physically  fit. 

Another  protective  measure  used  was  the  tuberculin  test. 
An  intensive  effort  to  secure  a  large  number  of  children  to  be  pro- 
tected by  the  tuberculin  test  was  made  by  your  nurse  in  many 
visits  to  homes  to  explain  the  test  to  the  parents.  One  hundred 
sixty-nine  children  were  tuberculin  tested  in  the  school  clinics 
conducted  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  and  assisted 
by  your  school  physician  and  nurse.  Seventeen  of  these  children 
were  X-rayed. 

The  X-ray  eliminated  all  but  five  who  have  either  the  child- 
hood type  of  tuberculosis  or  who  need  intensive  follow-up  care 
to  prevent  serious  trouble  later  on  in  life. 

Visits  have  been  made  to  parents  of  these  children  to  sug- 
gest the  special  care  which  these  children  need. 

The  children  found  in  the  Chadwick  clinic  held  in  1932  to 
need  follow-up  care  have  been  carefully  followed  and  re-examined 
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each  year  since.  Marked  improvement  was  found  in  these  chil- 
dren at  the  last  examination  which  took  place  in  November. 

Your  nurse  was  privileged  to  assist  with  the  dental  examina- 
tion of  one  hundred  ninety-nine  children^  seven  of  whom  were 
found  to  need  no  dental  care.  The  dentist  gave  excellent  care 
to  all  those  who  were  able  to  take  advantage  of  the  dental  clinic. 
One  hundred  twenty-four  operations  were  done.  This  year  I 
liope  a  much  larger  percentage  of  children  may  be  financially 
able  to  have  this  very  necessary  care.  The  physical  examination 
of  the  children  revealed  a  great  need  of  dental  care  in  all  grades 
but  the  eighth. 

One  child  was  given  three  weeks'  care  and  health  training 
at  the  Greenfield  Health  Camp.  Each  year  the  Franklin  County 
Public  Health  Association  sets  aside  a  portion  of  its  funds  raised 
through  the  sale  of  Christmas  Seals  toward  the  support  of  the 
Greenfield  Health  Camp. 

Children  who  go  to  camp  are  selected  because  they  have 
childhood  tuberculosis^  or  have  been  in  close  contact  with  a  tu- 
berculosis patient^  or  have  reacted  positively  to  the  tuberculin 
test,  but  show  no  signs  of  the  disease,  or  they  may  be  delicate 
children  who  need  this  special  care. 

Two  food  surveys  were  made  during  the  year,  one  during 
the  winter,  and  one  for  the  Federation  of  Women's  Clubs  in  the 
late  spring. 

That  we  may  note  progress,  another  one  will  soon  be  made. 

A  definite  effort  to  help  problem  children  was  made,  through 
the  use  of  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  at  Northampton.  There  is 
a  tremendous  field  of  endeavor  in  this  phase  of  work,  which  we 
have  barely  touched  as  yet. 

As  in  former  years,  we  have  carried  on  the  routine  proce- 
dures of  inspections  for  communicable  diseases,  weighing  and 
measuring,  and  assistance  with  the  physical  examinations. 

Clotlies,  food  and  medicine  have  been  secured  for  families 
in  need,  that  children  might  be  kept  in  school. 
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I  am  most  appreciative  of  the  friendly  cooperation  of  par- 
ents, teachers  and  school  authorities^  which  make  possible  the 
success  of  our  efforts  to  better  the  health  of  the  school  children.
